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Children's 
dental aid 
for study 


The provincial government has finally taken 
action on its long-standing promise to develop a 
dental program for children in B.C. 

There’s no program yet, but Health Minister 
Dennis Cocke has announced a $200,000 taskforce 
study will spend the next nine months in¬ 
vestigating the possibility of developing some 
kind of dental care plan. • 

The announcement was made jointly with D. 
E. Waller, president of the B.C. College of Dental 
Surgeons, the organization which will pay some 
of the costs of the study. 

The government is committed to a dental 
care program for children, but, says Cocke, it 
will not necessarily take the form of a prepaid, 
medicare-type plan. 

The minister would not discuss the alter¬ 
natives available to the 11-man study group, 
explaining that he did not wish “to second 
guess” the outcome of their study.

The bilingualism instructions 
were issued as a requirement 
of section 10 of the Official 
Languages Act which requires 
the travelling public be given 
bilingual service, effective 
Sept. 7, 1969. However, a 
subsection of the act says if 
there’s no demand for the 
service, there’s no need to 
provide it. 

Knowland said Victoria had 
been included among the 
airports required to become 
bilingual because of the 
“tourist aspect.” 

However, Gordon Tews, 
manager of Hertz Rent-A-Car, 
and other concessionaires, 
said they haven’t had one 
customer who spoke French 
only during the past two 
years. 

Victoria airport is considered 
to be international because of 
its three daily flights to and 
from Seattle. 

Airport signs at the airport — 
which are now in English, 
French and Spanish — are to 
be replaced with signs in only 
French and English. 

Yet travel to and from 
Spanish-speaking Mexico is 
increasing in popularity 
yearly.

Debate end blamed on 'abysmal' show 


Blame for the abrupt and 
unprecedented ending to the 
throne speech debate Tuesday 
night has been placed 
squarely on the shoulders of 
the Social Credit caucus by all 
three other parties. 

liberal leader David An¬ 
derson said the Socred per¬ 
formance was “abysmal” and 
the official opposition party 
“looked like a dog’s break¬ 
fast.” 

Conservative leader Scott 
Wallace said he had assumed 
the Socreds were prepared to 
speak and he was “stunned” 
when he learned debate had 
ended. 

Premier Barrett said the 
Social Credit caucus is “in¬ 
competent and impotent” and 
must take full blame for the 
collapse of debate. 

The debate ended after only 
two full days of discussion, 
(most of which were taken up 
by debate of a Socred non¬ 
confidence motion) after an 
NDP member finished her 
speech and no one stood up to 
take over the debate.

Saanich MLA Hugh Curtis 
said he and his fellow MLAs, 
Wallace, Jim Gorst, David 
Anderson, and Newell 
Morrison, were sending a 
letter, with a suggestion to 
Labor Minister Bill King. 

Curtis would not say if the 
meetings had met with any 
success or if progress had 
been made. 


Barrett called for a vote on 
acceptance of the throne 
speech and after it passed 35- 
to-12 he moved adjournment 
of the house for three days and 
said his government will bring 
down the budget Monday. 

The throne speech debate 
was the shortest in memory 
and the adjournment an un¬ 
precedented move by the 
government. 

Socred members stormed 
out of the house and im¬ 
mediately charged Barrett 
had lost control of the 
legislature and had broken 
British parliamentary 
tradition of a two-week 
debate. 

Acceptance of the throne 
speech came at a time when 
all three opposition leaders 
were attending the North 
Vancouver Capilano 

byelection but Barrett said if 
the opposition could not 
produce a speaker and wished 
to continue they could have 
moved adjournment of the 
debate. 

The government, Barrett 


said, was willing to continue 
with normal debate but the 
opposition was not co¬ 
ordinated. 

Bill Bennett told reporters 
the next day, however, that 
Barrett had acted im¬ 
petuously and that an NDP 
backbencher should have 
taken up the debate if the 
government sincerely wanted 
to continue throne speech 
discussion. 

Bennett said the Socreds 
had been “quite prepared” to 
end throne speech debate 
earlier in the day and had 
made an agreement that they 
would not take the floor again 


until after a Liberal speaker 
and, if no Liberal took over, 
debate would end. 

The Socred’s position, he 
said, was firstly, that Barrett 
was muzzling his own back¬ 
benchers, and secondly, that 
the three-day adjournment 
should have been avoided 
either through immediate 
introduction of the budget or 
through debate on motions or 
legislation. 

Anderson and Wallace 
denied there was any 
agreement to end debate 
early. 

The Liberal leader said his 
party had declined to speak 
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earlier in the day in order to 
force NDP backbenchers to 
speak since he believed they 
were not prepared. 

But the Socreds, it turned 
out, were not prepared either, 
said Anderson, adding that 
Social Credit MLAs had not 
talked to anyone else about 
their plans in the house and 
acted “like bulls in a china 
shop.” 

The suggestion by Socred 
MLA Pat Jordan (North 
Okanagan) that the govern¬ 
ment had forced “closure” on 
opposition debate is a “totally, 
downright and utter 
misstatement of the truth,” 
Anderson said. 

Wallace agreed, calling 
Jordan’s statement “a most 
despicable attempt to distort 
the truth.” 

While Anderson and Bennett 
said they were happy to be 
through with the throne 
speech debate and on to the 
budget, Wallace said he 
agreed the debate is often 
dragged out but to shorten it to 
two days is “going from one 
extreme to the other.”

Cablevision operation grows 


After more than three years 
in a cramped studio that used 
to be two offices, the com¬ 
munity programming section 
of Victoria Cablevision Ltd. 
expects to move into its first 
real studio building in* about 
four months. 

Cablevision general 
manager Len Charlish an¬ 
nounced this week ground has 
been broken for a two-storey 
studio building beside the 


present structure at 3690 
Shelbourne. Dalziel Con¬ 
struction Ltd. of Victoria has 
the $88,486 contract. 

Main floor of the new 
building will contain a 1,400- 
square-foot studio with a 
ceiling 20 feet up compared to 
the present 11 feet, along with 
a control room, reception area 
and two offices.

Channel 10 went on the air 


Nov l, 1970, has been 
restricted due to the single set

The new building will allow 
mounting of two or three sets 
at a time, which in turn will 
mean more local program¬ 
ming is possible.

Police union 
turns down 
city offer 


Victoria police union 
negotiations with the city for a 
1974 contract have run into a 
delay after inching ahead 
during nine meetings held 
over a period of about three 
months. 

Both sides have refrained 
from making statements 
during the talks but the union 
this week announced its 
members had voted 
unanimously at a general 
meeting to reject the initial 
offer on wages and fringe 
benefits. 

Union spokesmen declined 
to give details on the first city 
offer or on their requests, 
which were spelled out during 
the first six meetings with city 
negotiators late in 1973. 

The offer came after three 
more meetings in January 
and union spokesmen coupled 
their announcement of its 
rejection with a statement 
that they are willing to con¬ 
tinue talks at any time. 

A delay is expected, 
however, since police com¬ 
mission chairman Mayor 
Peter Pollen left this week for 


a New Zealand holiday of 
about one month. 

Another aspect of the 
negotiations has been a 
change in commission 
membership. Retired Victoria 
automobile dealer David 
I^awson ended his four-year 
term in January just as the 
commission was preparing 
the since-rejected offer. 

He was succeeded by school 


teacher J. P. Fawcett as 
provincial government 
representative on the com¬ 
mission. Fawcett has so far 
not attended negotiation 
meetings. 

No more talks are likely 
until after Pollen’s return. 
The contract settlement will 
be retroactive to Jan. 1 and 
police are working under their 
1973 pact for the time being.

Hie following is one of a series of articles of 
personal opinion by an Express staff writer.

No government is totally innocent of paternalism toward 
the people it represents, but one of the better examples has 
been given by the Capital Region Board. 

In utter secrecy, aided and abetted by the provincial 
government, the Capital Region has been busy making plans 
for land banks to absorb Greater Victoria’s future population 
growth 

Now we know it: The Capital Region’s future expansion 
is to take place in the still relatively vacant Highland district, 
north of the city. 

Rocky and wild, unsuited for agricultural purposes and 
therefore excluded for the most part from the land reserve 
plan, the Highlands have been singled out for future housing 
for at least 35,000 people. 

While this may be an excellent plan, it has one major 
shortcoming: Both the regional board and the provincial 
government have made their initial moves without reference 
to anyone. 

Adopting the paternalistic attitude that what they are 
doing is, after all, in the best interest of the taxpayers, they 
kept everybody in the dark. 

One excuse was that public knowledge of the land-bank 
plans would drive up the cost of land. 

This may well be, but in the interest of conducting 
government affairs in the open, that price should be paid. 

There is also a question of fairness to property owners. 
Not everyone who is asked to sell his Highland acreage to the 
government is necessarily a ripoff artist. 

In fairness to those property owners, the regional board 
and the provincial government should state their positions 
and negotiate in the open. 

But instead, government officials respond in vague 
terms to all questions regarding the Highland land banks. 

Regional board chairman Jim Campbell said earlier this 
week he has no idea just how much land has already been 
bought by the province. 

That’s not very convincing, considering that the 
provincial government doesn’t just buy property anywhere 
to establish land banks for the Capital Region’s future ex¬ 
pansion. 

Every square-foot of land that has been bought and will 
be bought, it is safe to assume, has been carefully analysed 
by the regional board’s planning department. 

But rather than have things out in the open, the regional 
board prefers to do what it thinks is best for people without 
asking them.

Garden offer 


Somewhere in Australia 
there's a kangaroo bouncing 
around, unaware he may be 
Vancouver Island-bound in 
the near future. 

The Sidney Review Save the 
Kangaroo Fund is up to $266, 
“which is about enough, we 
figure, to bring over the first 
kangaroo, possibly two.” fund 
vice-president Stephen 
Brewer told the Express. 

The fund was started last 
month after the Australian 
government announced it 
intends to kill a million of the 
marsupials by putting arsenic 
in their drinking water. 

“This is very much a 


symbolic gesture,” said 
Brewer. “We hope that by 
expressing our concern in this 
way the Australian govern¬ 
ment will perhaps rethink its 
decision." 

Being unfamiliar with the 
kangaroo situation in 
Australia, the Review is not 
criticizing the decision to 
exterminate the animals, he 
said. “JVhat we’re criticizing 
is the inethod.” 

Other animals drink at 
kangaroo watering holes, he 
said, and they would die too. 

Also, said Brewer, with 
kangaroos “rotting all over 
the countryside” from arsenic 


in their systems, scavengers 
feeding on animal carcasses 
could be poisened. 

Brewer is awaiting a reply 
from Perth Environmental 
Protection Agency, a 
government organization 
which might trap the 
kanagroos, before a d^te can 
be set for the Vancouver 
Island arrival. 

The kangaroo, or 
kangaroos, will be housed in a 
heated North Saanich barn 
upon arrival, said Brewer, 
and Calgary Zoo would be 
willing to provide a per¬ 
manent home for them. 


An offer by the B.C. 
agriculture department to set 
up 50 allotment gardens for a 
two-year trial at Swan Lake 
will be considered by Saanich 
council. 

Parks committee chairman 
Aid. Fred Severson, enthused 
at the department’s offer to 
pay full costs of the ex¬ 
periment, said this week 
allotment gardens would be a 
“fantastic use” of municipal 
acreage adjoining Swan Lake. 

For at least two years a 
group of residents has tried to 
persuade Saanich to initiate 
its own allotment garden 
program for apartment- 
dwellers and others from the 
urban core. The provincial 
offer is backed by Saanich 
parks administrator Bert 
Richman. 

Plots measuring 50 by 25 


feet, a watering system, tool 
shed and washroom facilities, 
and a parking area would be 
provided. said deputy 
agriculture minister S. B. 
Peterson. The department 
also would supervise the 
gardens and consult with 
Saanich over the im¬ 
provements. 

About three acres of the 
Swan Lake precinct, some of 
which is farmland, would be 
required for the program. 

Saanich Mayor Ed Lum will 
insist on municipal par¬ 
ticipation in any discussion of 
provincial pjans to dump 
transit operating losses on 
local taxpayers. 

He said this week he would 
take the question up with Aid. 
Shirley Dowell, of Oak Bay, 
chairman of Greater Victoria 
intermunicipa) committee. 


Municipal Affairs Minister 
James Lorimer. 

In a letter to the minister, 
Campbell called for 
discussions of the issue. 

Campbell’s letter followed 
consistent rumors that the 
provincial government in¬ 
tends to unilaterally force 
B.C. Hydro’s transit 
operations onto regional 
districts. 

In a statement, Campbell 
said new buses in Victoria, 
marked Capital Region 
Transit System, had caused a 
great deal of confusion. 

Don’t let the name on those 
new buses fool you — they still 
belong to B.C. said Campbell. 

“But,” he added, “lorimer 
apparently announced that 
the hydro bus system will be 
transferred to the district in 
1975 and that a levy of up to 
two mills will be imposed on 
property owners in service 
areas in connection with the 
cost of operating the service.” 


PRICES HERE 'WAY UP 


FROM THOSE IN OTTAWA 


Eaton's: The sale in two cities 


Eaton’s will not knowingly 
be undersold, except perhaps 
by another Eaton’s store. 

Or, to put it another way: A 
lot of merchandise at Eaton’s 
Victoria store is sold for what 
appears to be an unrealistic 
markup, compared with the 
firm’s Ottawa store. 

A comparison of Eaton’s 
newest home furnishings 
catalogues shows prices for 
some items are about 15 per 
cent higher in the company’s 
western retail outlets than in 
its Ottawa store. 

And that’s after allowing for 


freight and warehouse 
charges. 

The most glaring price 
differences are in furniture. 
The front page of the 
catalogue advertises a two- 
piece vinyl living room group 
for $599 in Eaton’s Victoria 
store. 

The same thing is ad¬ 
vertised at $499.99 in the 
firm’s Ottawa catalogue. 

Both catalogues advertise 
identical merchandise. The 
only differences is in the 
pricing and the presentation. 
The Ottawa catalogue draws 


attention to “Eaton’s 
Homefurnishings Sale.” The 
Victoria edition says “Eaton’s 
Homefurnishings Event.” 

Major appliances run $10 to 
$20 higher in Victoria, a 
markup that appears to be 
justified by the freight rates 
the firm pays to get its 
merchandise from eastern 
Canada to the west. 

Only carpets and one 
particular dinette room suite 
are priced lower in the 
western catalogue. The five- 
piece colonial-style dinette is 
listed at $299.99 in the Victoria 
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A 46-year-old Gold River 
man who threw his grandson 
across a small room was fined 
$300 this week in Victoria 
Provincial Court by Judge 
Edmond Jorre de St. Jorre. 

The judge convicted August 
Paul Jack Dick after trial on a 
charge of assault causing 
bodily harm to his daughter's 
four-month-old son.

Both charges 
were remanded by Si. Jorre to 
next week for further hearing. 

John Anthony Stelling, 29, 


was similarly remanded to 
next week on an RCMP 
charge of escaping custody 
and being unlawfully at large. 
The charge was laid after an 
RCMP officer in Port Alberni 
stopped a driver for a routine 
check last Monday. 

Stelling is charged with 
leaving William Head Oct. 19, 
1971 Police said the absence 
is the longest for any inmate 
of the Metchosin institution. 

Frederick Burton Mc- 
Clanaghan, 21, address not 
known, was sentenced by St. 
Jorre to 30 days in jail for 
possession of a small amount 
of marijuana when police 
stopped him this week in the 
1100 block Fort. The judge 
noted McClanaghan had a 
previous conviction for break- 
in and theft. 

A 30-day jail term also was 
ordered by St. Jorre for Alvin 
David Tye, address not 
known, who pleaded guilty to 
a charge of failing to appear 
last Aug. 13 in the Victoria 
court for a trial.

Reg Hind appeared genuinely 
surprised when he looked at 
the two catalogues. 

"I naturally expected a 
difference in price, but not 
that much,” he said. 

Hind pointed out that 
several factors are respon¬ 
sible for a certain markup in 
the firm’s western price zone. 
Freight rates, higher wages 
and commissions, warehouse 
and handling charges were 
among those he listed. 

Canadian Pacific freight 
rates, Hinds said, are $14.60 
for 100 pounds, $23.08 for 200 
pounds and $31.56 for 300 
pounds. 

Freight charges for the 
living room group costing 
$499.99 in Ottawa would come 
to about $30, assuming the 
furniture weighs ap¬ 
proximately 300 pounds. 

Hind said about $5 could be 
added for warehouse and 
handling charges. Another $10 
might be added to account for 
higher salesmen’s com¬ 
missions in the west. 

All those additional charges 
amount to $45, but the par¬ 
ticular living room group 
costs $100 more in Victoria 
than in Ottawa. 

Hind had no explanation for 
this markup. 

He didn’t hesitate in sup¬ 
plying all the information 
requested. Here are the coast- 
to-coast prices of that same 
living room group: 

Montreal and Ottawa: 
$499.99; Toronto: $549.99; 
Winnipeg: $599.99; Vancouver 
and Victoria: $599.99. 

Another living room group 
is advertised at $349.99 in 
Montreal and Ottawa; $379.99 
in Toronto; $399.99 in Win¬ 


nipeg and $429.99 in Van¬ 
couver and Victoria. 

Hinds also provided a 
comparison of wages in Ot¬ 
tawa and Victoria operations. 
Sales clerks in the firm’s 
Ottawa stores earn $91.50 a 
week; their counterparts in 
Victoria earn $113.23 a week, 
23.8 per cent more. 

Hind explained how 
catalogue prices for the 
various regions are 

established: 

“The senior buyer for each 
merchandise classification 
discusses with his supervisors 
what to buy and at what price 
to sell it,” he said. 

Factors taken into con¬ 
sideration, he said, are the 
cost of shipping, handling and 
warehousing, the competitive 
situation (other stores) and, 
finally, the old question of how 
much the market will bear. 

If Eaton’s eastern brass 


hopes to explain the price 
differences between their 
Ottawa and Victoria outlets, 
they should consult with their 
competitor — Simpsons- 
Sears. 

That firm has recently 
distributed a 32-page 
catalogue throughout Canada 
and the difference in prices 
for its Ottawa and Victoria 
stores never exceeds $30. 
Even on some $500 items, the 
Victoria price is only $20 
higher than the Ottawa price 
tag. 

Simpsons-Sears manager J. 
W. Hutchins said he doesn't 
know how the prices are 
established or how the 
company can operate with 
only a marginal markup in the 
west. 

Hind said basically the 
same thing. He, too, didn't 
know how Simpsons-Sears can 
do it.

BELFAST — A new ex¬ 
tremist group which calls 
itself the Red Brigade has 
claimed responsibility for the 
bombing of a military bus 
Monday in England, resulting 
in 11 deaths. 

However, U.K. authorities 
said the Red Brigade was 
either a cover name for the 
Irish Republican Army or a 
small IRA breakaway group. 

Meanwhile, snipers pinned 
down a British army patrol at 
Londonderry Wednesday 
night with machinegun and 
rifle fire. There were no in¬ 
juries on either side. 


WASHINGTON - Arab 
countries were warned at mid¬ 
week by U.S. State Secretary 
Henry Kissinger not to use 
their oil boycott against the 
United States as a pressure 
tactic to force an Israeli with¬ 
drawal from Arab land. 

Kissinger said the U.S. 
would consider such tactics 
"blackmail.” 

In a speech to the combined 
Harvard. Yale and Princeton 
Universities clubs, he denied 
allegations that the U.S. is 
organizing a “consumers’ co¬ 
operative" against Arab oil 
policies. 

OLYMPIA - Washington 
State Gov. Dan Evans an¬ 
nounced Wednesday a form of 
“voluntary" gas rationing 
beginning Monday. 

Evans stressed that the plan 
was proposed by service 
station operators and that 
they would run it. Like the 
"Oregon Plan," it permits gas 
sales to motorists with even- 
numbered licence plates on 
even-numbered days and 
those with odd numbers on 
odd-numbered days. 

Saturdays will be open to all 
and Sundays will be closed. 

Gasoline availability will be 
indicated by flags: green 
meaning gas is available to 
eligible drivers, red meaning 


the station is not selling gas 
but is offering other services, 
and yellow indicating the 
station is open for emergency 
vehicles. _ 

KUWAIT — Terrorists 
holding hostages in the 
Japanese embassy in Kuwait 
threatened Thursday to start 
killing hostages one at a time 
and dropping them out of the 
window if associates of theirs 
marooned on a ferry in 
Singapore harbor were not 
permitted to emplane for 
Kuwait. Kuwaitians were 
resisting granting permission 
for the move, however. 

Canucks trade 
top scorer 

The Vancouver Canucks 
have traded their leading 
goal-scorer, Bobby Schmautz, 
to the Boston Bruins for two 
forwards and "future con¬ 
sideration." 

The mid-week National 
Hockey League’s eastern 
division trade saw Schmautz, 
a 26-goal scorer, swapped for 
right winger Fred O’Donnell 
and centre Chris Oddlefson, 
both younger players than the 
Vancouver Canuck star, who 
is 28. 


WASHINGTON-A potent 
new weapon in the im¬ 
peachment investigation of 
President Richard Nixon has 
been given by the House of 
Representatives to its 
judiciary committee. 

By a vote of 410 to 4, the 
House voted to grant the 
committee broad subpoena 
powers to help it decide 
whether Nixon should be 
impeached in connection with 
the Watergate scandal. 

Rep. Peter Rodino (Dem.— 
N.J.) said the new power will 
enable the committee to gain 

“full and complete access to 
any persons, information, or 
things in the custody or under 
control of any agency, officer 
or employee of the govern¬ 
ment of the. United States, 
including the president. 

It was only the second time in 
U.S. history that such a 
resolution has been acted on. 
Impeachment investigations 
began last fall. 

Meanwhile, Nixon himself 
has been calling for an end to 
the entire Watergate in¬ 
vestigation, claiming it is 
having a detrimental effect on 
the American people. 

Sen. Lowell Weicker (Rep. 
Connecticut) chided Nixon’s 
behavior in not having taken 
steps to inform the proper 
authorities once he had 
become aware of illegal ac¬ 
tivities in Watergate, saying 
Nixon’s silence constituted a 
felony. 


John Dean, Nixon’s former 
attorney and participant in 
the Watergate covenip, was 
disbarred by the Virginia bar 
association after he was found 
guilty of “unethical, un¬ 
professional and unwarranted 
conduct." Dean protested the 
action vigorously although he 
had never actually practised 
law in Virginia. 

Nixon also wrote to federal 
court Judge Gerhard Gesell 
stating the Senate Watergate 
committee should not get five 
tapes of White House con¬ 
versations "in the national 
interest.” 


Vice-President Gerald Ford, 
however, said Nixon told him 
two weeks ago he was con¬ 
sidering releasing all 
documents relating to 
Watergate-related 
documents.

People in high income tax 
brackets will benefit more 
from changes in the Family 
Allowance Act than those with 
lower income, according to 
Stan Darlington, president of 
the Victoria local of the 
Canadian Union of Postal 
Employees. 

He asked Victoria Labor 
Council to investigate the 
problems of the new act, 
which raises family 
allowances to $20 a month for 
each child, but makes the 
money subject to income tax. 
Darlington said he had 
checked his facts with an 
Income Tax department of¬ 
ficial who agreed with 
Darlington’s conclusions 
He said a man in the $25,000 


income bracket receives more 
in benefits than a man with 
the same number of depen¬ 
dents who earns $8,000 to 
$ 10,000 a year. 

An income tax department 
spokesman said later that 
while she had not investigated 
the question, it seemed 
unlikely that the statements 
could be true since income tax 
is calculated on a percentage 
of income.

in a slump which has all but 
put a playoff spot out of reach.

National Football League 
officials suggest there is 
nothing to fear from their 
circuit, but the threat of 
destruction posed by the new 
World Football League may 
be something else again for 
the professional game in 
Canada. 

Struggling to. avoid big 
deficits in the battle between 
rising costs and limited 
budgets, Canadian Football 
Ledague teams appear 
destined to suffer as the WFL 
goes bidding for* 1 ’graduating 
collegiate stars 'and makes 
pitches for Established 
professionals. 

Balancing budgets has been 
beyond the grasp of some 
Canadian clubs despite ex¬ 
cellent attendance. Although 
Winnipeg Blue Bombers 
ended last season with 
another profit, Calgary 
Stampeders and Edmonton 
Eskimos took a red-ink bath 
while counting record 
revenues. 

Stampeders are the latest to 
release figures for the 1973 
season. Calgary revenues 
reached an all-time high of 
$1,172,469 with attendance at 
85.7 per cent of capacity at 
30,000-seat McMahon 
Stadium, but a record expense 
account left the Stamps with a 
deficit of $32,031. 

Eskimos played to crowds 
of more than 90 per cent of 
capicity in Edmonton, and 
also wound up with a deficit.

Smith suggested a first step 
might be to delegate some 
agency to conduct all 
bargaining on behalf of 
municipalities, although the 
eventual aim should be to 
transfer the function to the 
Capital Region District.

unwieldy a bargaining unit, 
but that was unlikely, Smith 
said.

Wanting desperately to 
believe the NDP’s pre-election 
pledge of massive urban 
reforms, and buoyed by 
promises of close co-operation 
from Premier Barrett and his 
team, city politicians and 
officials sat back and waited 
expectantly. 

Provincial plans for the 
legislative precinct, decen¬ 
tralizing government office 
accommodation, solving the 
civil servant commuter 
problem, developing a decent 
transit system ... all would be 
revealed in due course, and 
the city would be closely

consulted every step of the 
way. That was the hope. 

Ever since, City Hall has 
waited. And waited. And 
waited. Oh, odd meetings 
have been held, admittedly. 
Mayor Peter Pollen and one or 
two aldermen have had in¬ 
frequent encounters with 
some of the cabinet hierar¬ 
chy; there has been a half¬ 
hearted attempt to set up 
some form of technical liaison 
at the official level. 

But the steady flow of in¬ 
formation and consultation 
which Victoria fondly en¬ 
visaged has never 
materialized. And the result 
is that many major thrusts in 
city planning, including the 
vital restructuring of zoning in 
the so-called Central Area, 


have had to remain deep- 
frozen. 

Even worse then no 
knowledge at all is half-fact, 
rumor and speculation. City 
planners know, for instance, 
that the government plans a 
massive office building 
program in Victoria. But what 
program? 

To provide offices for 
hundreds of civil servants who 
were virtually subterranean 
dwellers under the B-innett 
regime, and accommodate 
those hired in the last 18 
months, the provincial 
department of public works is 
looking at plans for some 
800.000 square feet of new 
offices. 

That, to the uninitiated. 


would be the equivalent of half 
a dozen buildings the size of 
that much-criticized View 
Towers highrise at View and 
Quadra. But will the space be 
provided in a few highrises or 
a lot of low-scale buildings 
dotted around the city? What 
effect, in either case, would 
that have on traffic congestion 
and parking problems? 

Victoria just doesn’t know. 
Yet against that background, 
we have Ernie Hall obviously 
chastising the city ad¬ 
ministration for poor planning 
that allows ugly highrise and 
commercial encroachment on. 
the legislative precinct and 
the Inner Harbor scene. 

And the minister’s warning 
was clear enough: Do 
something yourselves or 
forsake the power to control 
development in those areas. 

Aid. Mike Young, the 


planning committee chair¬ 
man, is prepared to concede 
that the provincial govern¬ 
ment has a solid stake in 
Victoria, especially around 
the legislative precinct and 
the Inner Harbor waterfront. 

Recognizing that fact, he 
says while the city retains 
overall planning control, the 
senior partner should be 
allowed some "discretionary 
authority.” But Young points 
out with some emphasis that 
there is a "magic line” 
, surrounding the provincial 
bailiwick, and hints that any 
attempt to overstep that line 
will be strongly resisted by the 
city. 

Young didn’t say so, but 
presumably the proposed CIL 
Properties development at 
laurel Point would be the 
other side of that line. Which 
raises an interesting question. 


Was that development 
proposal one of the un¬ 
desirables Hall had in mind 
this week when he said "We 
can’t allow any more highrise 
buildings cheek by jowl with 
the legislative buildings?” 

The city strongly favors the 
plan for a hotel-apartment- 
commercial complex in that 
area, but certain cabinet 
ministers and NDP MLAs are 
believed to be opposed to it. 
(As a City Hall official 
commented: ‘‘Aesthetics 


aside, the very idea of an 
international corporation 
building a massive com¬ 
mercial development just 
down the road must be as 
popular as polio to the NDP 
philosophy”). 

If persistent rumors that the 
government plans to kill the 
CIL project prove to be 
substantiated, there could be 
quite a skirmish in the offing. 
And on Pollen’s record to 
date, he won’t go silently down 
to defeat.

B.C. pay boosts 
up 10 per cent 


Wage increases negotiated 
in B.C. last year averaged 10.3 
per cent or 48 cents per hour, 
Labor Minister Bill King 
announced this week. This is 
based on an analysis of 322 
major agreements covering 
84,098 workers. 

Skilled workers averaged 
increases of 10.2 per cent or 54 
cents an hour, while unskilled 
employees received on 
average 11.3 per cent in¬ 


creases or 43 cents an hour. 

The figures are 
preliminary, said King, and 
may change when all the end- 
of-year settlements are 
tallied. 

But the minister said 
although the average wage 
increases seem high "they are 
in keeping with the current 
rate of inflation and the 
overall expansionary aspects 
of the provincial economy.”

Walton-Bunker feud 


Who would have thought, 
when it became obvious in 
television’s 1970-71 season that 
All in the Family was a huge 
hit, that its successor on top of 
the all-important ratings in 
the U.S. would stress sen¬ 
timent? 

In 1970-71, people named 
Walton were just names in the 
phone book to most other 
people. In January, 1974, The 
Waltons took first place in the 
ratings from the Bunkers two 
weeks in a row. 

All in the Family started in 
mid-season and drew poor 
ratings in its first six months. 
But word got around and 


viewers who missed the 
opening programs, which are 
considered by Bunker buffs as 
the best, put aside half an hour 
weekly in the summer of 1970 
to catch up. 

During its first full season, 
All in the Family became the 
biggest hit in TV series 
history, getting more than 50 
per cent of the three-network 
audience each week. No 
regular program had ever 
reached that audience peak. 

The Bunkers’ hold on the 
ratings continued until the fall 
of 1973 when one of their many 
imitators, Sanford and Son, 
edged ahead for two weeks.

Central Saanich council 
wants the authority to judge a 
homeowner’s ability as a 
craftsman. 

“The next thing you know, 
you won’t be able to mow your 
lawn without a permit from 
the lawn inspector,” said Aid. 
Earle Tabor. 

Tabor was the lone objector 
to a clause in a new plumbing 
bylaw which was given third 
reading this week. Under the 
bylaw, the building inspector 
must be satisfied a 
homeowner is competent to 
carry out work he or she may 
wish to do in his or her own 
home. 

The clause reads: 

“Before a permit is issued 
to a resident owner, the 
plumbing inspector shall

smanship to properly carry 
out the work specified in the 
permit.”

Building Inspector Norm 
Porter told the council a 
homeowner could save time 
and money if stopped from 
doing a job which may later 
have to be redone to meet 
municipal requirements. 

Some municipalities 
demand that work done on a 
home must be done by a 
professional with a 
tradesman’s licence, said 
Porter.

Hot embers 
for Saanich 


Few attended the first in¬ 
formal meeting of Saanich 
council this week, but those 
who did stirred some hot 
embers for aldermen to 
ponder in more depth later. 

A semi-retired builder, Jim 
Maxwell, of 1277 Queensbury, 
swung at a construction code 
that enables contractors to 
“get away with things” and 
lower safety standards. 

A rural resident, Mrs. Daisy 
Higgins, 4520 Hughes, com¬ 
plained of poor road main¬ 
tenance, lack of domestic 
water supply and proposed 
sewer charges when no 
sewerage is in prospect for 
that area of north Colquitz. 

Mrs. Mary Youlden, 4161 
Glendenning, wondered why 
there had been what she felt 
was a high number of firings 
and resignations from the 
municipal staff in 1973, and 
questioned the issuing of 
building permits “like there’s 
no tomorrow” despite 
property hazards such as 
flooding. 

Loose dogs defecating on 
private property so upset 
Henry Pohle, 1615 Mileva, he 
can’t let his infant child play- 
on the front lawn, he told 
aldermen. 

Fred Wicks, 4256 Dieppe, was 
worried that his district would 
be bypassed by the next phase 
of sewer construction, 
enabling an unsavory con¬ 
dition to persist in open dit¬ 
ches running from a nearby 
poultry processor. 

Mayor Ed Lum, who initiated 
the afternoon sittings 
scheduled on the first Thurs¬ 
day of each month, com¬ 
mented on the attendance and 
attributed it to lack of 
publicity because of the daily 
newspaper shutdown. 


There were 13 people in the 
gallery as the meeting 
opened, and two more came in 
later. 

The mayor and aldermen 
commented on the subjects 
raised, answered questions 
and made notes of situations 
for further exploration or 
presentation to formal 
deliberations of council or 
municipal committees.

A group of Sidney pensioners 
is trying to establish a senior 
citizens’ housing co-operative 
on Saanich Peninsula. 

Wynn Runge, spokesman for 
the group, said a Victoria 
realtor is looking for a 
suitable site near shopping 
facilities and bus routes. 

Mrs. Runge explained how a 
co-op works: 

The group must first put up 
about one-third of the costs. 
The provincial government 
will then provide a similar 
amount and the remainder 
may be financed through 
Canadian Mortgage and 
Housing Corporation. 

Runge estimates the group 
will need only $8,000 to get 
started. 

Rents for fully self-contained 
suites would be ap¬ 
proximately $40 a month, she 
said. 

“Co-ops are non-profit 
organizations," she said, so 
the group need only to raise 
enough money to pay taxes 
and general maintenance.

Tourists flock to Mexico 


MEXICO CITY — In spite of 
the world fuel shortage. 
Mexico is expecting a record 
number of tourists this year. 

There’ll also be plenty of 
gasoline and airplane fuel in 
most parts of the country, 
says Julio Hirschfeld Almada, 
chief of the department of 
tourism. 

Once across the border, he 
says, tourists will be able to 
buy all the gasoline they need, 
except possibly in the Baja 
California peninsula. There, 
filling stations along the 
newly-opened trans-peninsula 
highway are not yet geared to 
handle hundreds of cars daily. 
Prices of Mexico’s two grades 
of automobile gasoline have 
risen. Pemex Nova, 81 octane, 
and Pemex Extra, 91 octane, 
rose 85 per cent in December 
to 44.8 cents and 64 cents a 
gallon. 

Almada estimates the 
numbers of visitors to Mexico 
this year will rise by 15 to 20 
per cent. A major producer of 
foreign exchange, the tourist 
industry contributed about 
$2.3 billion to the country’s 
economy in 1973. 

During the year-end 
holidays more than 3,000 
recreational vehicles 
travelled the new Baja 
California highway. The 1,053- 
mile strip between Tijuana 
and Cape San Lucas was 
inaugurated Dec, 1.

Mexico has recently 
discovered petroleum 
reserves but must become 
more sparing in their use of all 


basic resources, including 
gasoline, electricity, minerals 
and other raw materials, says 
Guillermo P. Salas, director 
general of the Council of 
Nonrenewable Resources. 

Quoting the Spanish 


proverb, "When you see your 
neighbor's beard on fire, put 
yours in water." Salas 
warns; "With or without a 
crisis of raw material, 
minerals or hydrocarbons, 
our resources must be well 
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exploited since we have been 
spenthrift and prodigal. We 
are people who have all the 
lights turned on." 

Mexico has enough 
petroleum reserves to last for 
20 years but new deposits are 
more costly to develop since 
thy lie deeper than initial 
discoveries along the Gulf of 
Mexico. 

Salas reported advances in 
developing energy other than 
petroleum He cited a nuclear- 
power plant under con¬ 
struction at Laguna Verde. 
Vera Cruz, and the geother¬ 
mic power plant started in 
1973 at Cerro Prieto, south of 
Mexicali. 

According to Petroleos 
Mixicanos, the government's 
petroleum monopoly, new and 
expanded petroleum sources 
are also under intensive ex¬ 
ploration.

Hawaii still popular 
with city vacationers 


About 150 Victorians in a 707 
jet will land in Honolulu 
airport next week for a two- 
week vacation. 

When they reach their 
destination, Waikiki Beach or 
the island of Maui, they’ll

..tpripas have beat them to it. 

People keep saying Hawaii 
is becoming passee, but with 
Victoria’s winter vacationers 
it’s still number one. 

Any travel agent knows 
why. 

Hawaii is a sure bet — 
steady 75-84 degree tem¬ 
peratures, steady sunshine, 
dollar currency, food that 
suits Canadian palates, 
natives who speak English.

many people would just as 
soon not. 

"People who are easily 
pleased will pick Hawaii," 
said travel agent Bill 
Ferguson. 

Someone interested in more 
than two weeks of sun and 
beach will consider Mexico or 
places farther afield. 

Travel agent Jim Willis said 
he thinks Hawaii is often 
people's second choice of 
vacation spot, when their first 
choice has fallen through for 
some reason. 

“It’s a very secure and 
relaxing place to be,” he said. 

First-time visitors still tend 
to head for Waikiki Beach, but 
the quieter island of Maui is 
gaining popularity, and many 
excursion packages give 
visitors a week in both places. 

"Maui is all Canadians this 
time of year," Sudul said. 

Several resorts there are 
owned by Canadians such as 
former Liberal MLA Gordon 
Gibson, and many Canadians 
own condominiums which 
they rent to friends when 
they’re not in Maui them¬ 
selves. 

Victoria’s senior citizens 
usually rent apartments in 
Honolulu where they are close 
to supermarkets, drugstores 
and hospitals, said Sudul. 

Travel agents say business 
is booming this winter.
